The remains were found lying along

AFTER A WICKED TRUST. 


The government has'secured indictments of four- 


teen secretaries and former secretaries of lumbermen s 
associations for what it calls "highhanded conspir- 
acies" to mulct consumers. 
Thousands of retail lum- 


ber dealers arc involved one way and another in these 
federal indictments and it is asserted that a gigantic 
plot to rob consumers will be unfolded when the 
cause comes to trial. 


The government has been slow to get at the lum- 


ber situation, doubtless because it has been busy 
enough with railway mergers, oil monopolies and to- 
bacco combines, but after a grand jury quiz of three 
weeks' duration these indictments are handed down. 
According to this grand jury presentment the lumber 
business has been conducted as an absolute tyranny. 
The combine has spies and secret agents and corre- 
spondents and records and maintains a complete sys- 
tem of espionage upon every detail of the lumber busi- 
ness.

"Unethical" dealers 
must submit to discipline and prove amenable to regu- 
lations or go out of business. 


Of course the cost of all this tyranny is borne by 


the consumer. And the consumer in largest part rep- 
resent.s the house-building, home-owning member of 
American society. The wage-earner struggling at his 
toil and his wife at home sacrificing everything but 
the babies to that spirit of thrift and independence 
-which aspires to possession of an unencumbered roof 
tree is the victim of this great combination whose 
ruthlessness and avarice has put a blood-squeezing tax 
on every beam, rafter, shingle and clapboard of the 
American home. 


- If all that is alleged in the sensational indictments 
fust returned can be.established the American people 
will watch the trial in court of this lumber trust as they 
have looked upon the processes of law against no other 
combine in the history of the federal anti-trust prose- 
cutions.

Preventable Cautes of Insanity. 
An element of hope appears in mod- 


ern discussion of insanity like that of 
Mr. Homer Folks in the May (1911) 
Review of Reviews, since they show 
that a considerable portion of Insanity 
Is entirely preventable by abstinence 
from aloohol and avoidance of the dan- 
gers of syphilis. 
Dr. Thomas W. Salmon, of the pub- 


llo health and marine hospital service, 
pointed out three years ago (Popular 
Science Monthly, 1.908) that more than 
one-fourth of all first admissions to tho 
New York hospitals were due to gen- 
eral paralysis and alcoholic Insanity, 
about evenly divided. The Influence of 
olty life was indicated by the larger 
proportion of general paralytics who 
oame from the city—three to one of the 
men and two to one of the women. 
But the causes 
of alcoholic insanity 


among the women were seven city 
dwellers to one from 
the 
country, 


showing, In Dr. Salmon's opinion, the 
influence of the back room and ladles' 
entrance of the oltr saloons. 


Considering the men 
separately, 


.forty-two per cent, of those from the 
city suffered either from general par- 
alysis or alooholio insanity. 


Dr. Archibald Reid, of England, says 


because these were inseparably linked 
with the Industrial training.' 


"We are too prone to accept a situ- 


ation, continue a system, cling to an 
Ideal, long after, it has served Its pur- 
pose. Our school syaem, for example, 
s surrounded with conventionalities, 
the very meaning of which has been 
forgotten.

Hitherto it has been mainly 
derived as a by-product in small quan- 
tities from the working of gold placers,

One of the commonest 
so-called witticisms to be found in all 
our publications in this country Is con- 
tinually to sneer at or cast an Innuendo 
against the marriaj/e relation or wom- 
an. It Is only one item out of hun- 
dreds of others which proclaim with 
fearful Crossness the frict that we have 
not defined life itselt In large or dis- 
nitled terms.

Brick, mortal- 
concrete and architecture do not make 
a college. . The only real factor whipl 
the thoughtful student takes into ac- 
Dount is the man or woman who is 
teaching. 


values. This does not mean that life 
is a solemn thing or a sombre or snd 
thing. It means-just the opposite; that 
the exhilaration of living as a product 
of God's thought is higher than any 
other thing known to the_world. The 
exuberance and vitality of an indlvid- 
inl ought to proclaim the very great- 
ness of life which cannot be compared

place. What I am trying to get at is 
he first lesson that God wants to teach 
us; that is, the life of each one of us 
s a unique thing.

Fourth Lesson—Brotherhood. 


I think perhaps the fourth lesson the 


great Teacher wants to teach us is the 
great need of Ills world that .every one 
in it should loarn how dependent every 
other being is upon him: how neces- 
sary to a full and happy development 
of life it is that every one should ^do 
his part to help some one else.

centuries the entire world, civilized 
and uncivilized, has groaned under the

Now the teaching which the modern 


system of education offers the boys and 
g'irls of the United States is of a high 
order; but it can have at the very best 
•i limited range o£ experience 
and 


ability, and in many cases helps to de- 
velop' only a small part of the whole 
being. 
Mathematics, science, history, 


language, can have a certain range; 
but there is a great field beyond which 
the average teacher in the schools can- 
not much. 
That part of our nature 


which deals in what we call the ideals 
of life, the moral 'and ethical region, 
the region of religion, is in many cases 
almost untouched in the course of an 
average educational career. 


It i* at this' point- that the greatest 


factor in the universe steps in—that 
is, God himself. And it is concerning 
this- great source of education that I 
wish to speak. "Who is a teacher like 
unto him?" In many educational sys- 
tems even the thought or suggestion of 
God is seldom entertained. He is con- 
sidered as a subject for the theologian 
or the church or the minister or the 
prayer meeting or the Sunday school,

'Who Is a Teacher Like Unto Him? 


Without the least thought of any- 


thing approaching the familiar, to say

speak of the "University of God," and 
consider ourselves each one us entitled 
to enter this university, and place our- 
selves under the instruction of one 
"who doeth loftily in his power," and 
who rtatids ready to teach his children 
l'n"thV~most wonderful manner 
the 


•most wonderful things which we need 
to know. "Who is a teacher like unto 
him?" 
If we acknowledge the existence of 


a God and then define him as a Father, 
a • living, personal, loving being, 
we 


must have to acknowledge that once 
having such a God we cannot regard 
him as sitting off somewhere looking 
at his own creation with indifference 
or complacency or selfish pride, 
has made the world and loves 
wants to have something to do with it. 
If he has made human beings 
and 


placer them here, he must be tremen- 
dousiy interested in their welfare; and 
it stands to reason that human beings 
who have such a. God as this have a 
most stupendous opportunity to grow 
in wisdom and in knowledge with such 


own creation-. 


Second Lesson—Two Choices. 


The second lesson which God will 


teach in his great school is that every 
human being faces only two things 
continually; and faces them with the 
power continually to choose. 
These 


two things are simply good and bad 
right and wrong, life and death. This 
is a primary lesson in the divine uni- him. 
verslty. The minute we begin to have 
any conscious existence, that minute 
we have thrust upon us the fearful re 
sponsibility and privilege of choosing. 
Now -no one can choose to be either 
rich or distinguished at will. No one 
can 
deliberately 
choose 
to be a 


king 
or. an 
emperor 
or a pres- 


ident 
of 
of 
a republic and ex- 


pect his choice to be fulfilled. 
Vast 


numbers of thinks like these are far 
beyond the reach of our choice; but 
when it comes to the choosing of-the 
most vital things in life, every human 
being, has it in his power. 
There is 


not a person in this room at this min- 
ute who cannot deliberately 
choose 


from this very minute to serve God 
the rest of his life with all his heart. 
There is absolutely nothing in the way 
to prevent such a choice being made 
by any human being here. • As you sii 
here you can deliberately choose that 
you will not serve God. There is noth- 
ing to hinder you. Or you can choos 
as you sit here from this minute to 
live a selfish life and look after num 
her one, make the great aim and pur 
pose of your life the search for pleas 
ure or the daily toil for money. Ther 
is absolutely nothing to prevent you 
making such a choice and living up t 
it 
In the wide universe of God noth 


ing is so divine as this faculty o 
choice. 
You are absolutely unham 


pered. No one will hinder you in wha 


Why do the Christian nations at the 
iresent time keep up this old delusion, 
this awful growth of a dead past? It 


simply because 
they 
have 
not 


learned the Ilrst child-lesson of trust 
in one another, instead of distrust, and 
Have not learned the lesson of Inter- 
dependence. 
If we could release the 


modern slave from his fear, the slave 
of political governments and commer- 
cial machinery from his fear, this un- 
bound slave would leap up from his 
shackles and rush out upon the lields 
that are not -tilled', into 
the 
waste 


places of the earth, into the great high- 
ways that are possible for commerce, 
and markets that are now not supplied, 
to live happy lives, tilling the earth, 
creating products for the enjoyment 
of the senses. 
No longer bound unto 


cruel bondage to serve as hired mar- 
tyrs, to kill their brothers in the case 
of some fancied Insult to honor—honor 
which the nations have guarded more 
carefully with their^ guns and battle- 
ships than they have guarded the vir- 
tue of their women and the happiness 
of their little children. If the nations 
of the world were as careful and par- 
ticular about the poor creatures who 
work in the factories and in the tene- 
ments and in the slums as they are 
over their poor "national honor," it 
would not be long before the world 
would see the era of peace.

cannonading and even the shots of 
riflemen. 
Mhen many a. day's battle 


was over, and the Insurrectos had won,

The travelers rode in cabooses by 


rail at times and stopped at night in

Leaving Juarez to cross into 
Texas they sighted the United States 
Hug and troops for the first time.
